Its Leasing Activities 

decentralization the activities 
the Bureau Land Management, Depart- 
ment the Interior, which will transfer 
all the processing potassium and sodium 
permits and leases from Washington, C.,

The matter has been under considera- 
tion for some time, was stated, part 
the overall program now being put into 
effect gradually transferring the work 
the bureau the offices the field 
where the greatest interest exists.

The New York Supreme Court 
permanently enjoined Masters, Inc., 
from violating the price contracts 
and the New York Court Appeals 
affirmed the decision. The Su- 
preme Court the United States 
dismissed the appeal from the ap- 
pelate court because substantial 
federal was involved. 
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Chemical Plant 
Drop Ist Quarter 


Expenditures the chemical and allied 
products industries for new plants and 
equipment have been scheduled for the 
first quarter 1955 rate almost 
percent less than that the first quarter 
this year, according survey con- 
ducted the Department Commerce 
and the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission and made public last week. 

The decline capital spending the 
industry understood reflect the fact 
that chemical expansion which 
were put into effect during the Korean 
crisis the urgings the National Pro- 
duction Authority have largely reached 
their goals and new construction there- 
fore rapidly tapering off. 

Figures assembled the two agencies 
record planned drop about $74,000,- 
000 expenditures. The comparable fig- 
ures are:—$337,000,000 for the first quar- 
ter this year and $263,000,000 for the 
first three months next year. During the 
fourth quarter now closing the expendi- 
tures were estimated $306,000,000 while 
for the third quarter they were $273,000,- 
000 and for the second quarter they were 
$320,000,000. 

Capital expenditures for all 1954 are 
thus estimated $1,235,000, which com- 
pares with the peak $1,559,000,000 last 
year, and $1,386,000,000 1952. 


Nitrogen World Production Increase 


Seen Absorbed Consumption Rise 


Rising world production nitrogen 
during the next three years will 
absorbed normal increase con- 
sumption between now and June, 1957, 
Aikman, Ltd., London, forecasts its 
annual report the nitrogen industry. 

Noting that new plants the United 
States are gradually coming into produc- 
tion, and many cases are producing 
more than expected, Aikman, therefore, 
expects that total output when all new 
facilities are completed will some 
150,000 metric tons more than the estimate 
3,100,000 metric tons made six months 
ago (OPD, 6/14/54). The London firm 
added that its June estimate prob- 
able increase production outside the 
United States 1956-57 250,000 metric 
tons for Europe and Egypt and 150,000 
metric tons for other parts the world 
“appears likely borne out.” 


European Market Improving 

Reviewing developments since June, 
Aikman notes that the nitrogen market 
Europe has continued improve. During 
the summer months, pointed out, 
there was unprecedented consumption 
owing the wet summer after the 
drought May. 

“In fact,” Aikman says, “it probable 
that the actual consumption during July- 
September may have amounted 150,- 


000-200,000 [metric] tons nitrogen more 
than previous years. This increase 
some extent due the intensive propa- 
ganda that now being made use nitro- 
gen grassland improve grazing, and 
will undoubtedly leave room for con- 
siderable increase consumption the 
future for this purpose.” 

Stocks carried over June were 
low, the London firm’s report continues, 
and the stepped-up out-of-season use has 
had the effect making dealers wish 
stock for the 1955 season. result 
this, Aikman indicates that stocks today 
are practically every European 
country. Production, notes, has been 
largely sold next June 30. “Stocking 
out season usually means good 
consumption for the spring,” 
Aikman observes, “and therefore 
reasonable expect that our estimate 
increase during the year 1954-55 will 
borne out.”

Antibiotic Sale Ban Lifted 
New York Health Board 


The New York City Board Health 
last week put its final stamp approval 
amendment the sanitary code 
which permits over-the-counter sale 
certain antibiotic preparations. The action 
was foreshadowed nearly two months ago 
when the board the idea prin- 
ciple (OPD, 10/4/54). 

The amendment brings New York City 
health laws into with federal 
regulations. Prior adontion the new 
rule, New York limited all 
preparations prescription sale. The 
federal government, however, permits 
antibiotics, labeled with direc- 
tions, sold over the counter.

Except for few commodi- 
ties still short supply domestically, the 
present positive list composed those 
items which are the highest strategic 
significance the economic defense pro- 
gram the United States. 

BFC long has required that applications 
export certain commodities certain 
destinations supported either:—(1) 
additional documentation attached the 
application, such import certificate 
ultimate consignee statement, (2) 
additional information incorporated 
the application, such complete com- 
modity description, specifications, and 
The specal provisions gov- 
erning certain license applications are set 
forth detail thé Comprehensive Ex- 
port Schedule, part 373.

Price changes occurred tin chemi- 
cals last week, producers based list- 
ings lower tin metal prices. Lithium 
hydroxide monohydrate was substan- 
tially reduced maker owing 
expanded facilities and improved pro- 
duction methods. Also adjusted were 
lithium fluoride prices, manufactur- 
ers changed from works delivered 
basis.

The 
lead and zinc markets were dull and 
featureless, with the trade there await- 
ing issuance ODM directives for 
ernment stockpiling. Copper supplies 
were snug, according most sources, 
and prices were firmly held. 

Some large volume chemicals, notably 
dense soda ash and liquid caustic soda, 
moved large volume last week. 
for most heavy chemicals, consumer 
action concurrent with year-end inven- 
tory adjustments slowed down buying. 
Sales caustic potash and potassium 
during November were said 
have been very large volume. The 
glass, automotive, chemical, and petro- 
leum industries were all active con- 
sumers. Rayon production also took 
sizable amount material. 

The American Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciation reported production for the 
week ended December 96.3 percent 
theoretical capacity, compared 
with the revised figure 92.3 percent 
for the previous week, and 94.1 percent 
for the corresponding week last 
year.

The new price schedule ranged from $1.17 
$1.19 per pound with the former price 
quoted for single 200-pound drums and 
the latter, for single 100-pound drums.

This price change cor- 
responded with the advance aspirin 
prices last week, being the first change 
since December, 1950. 

Acetylsalicylic Acid—The price ace- 
tylsalicylic acid, better known aspirin, 
advanced 3c. per pound last week 
the first price change exactly four 
years. Since there had been rumors re- 
curring from time time that price 
increase was imminent, the advance last 
week did not come surprise many 
the trade. 

Increased manufacturing costs were re- 
ported have made the price boost nec- 
essary. High labor and raw material costs 
the past four years have been absorbed 
the manufacturers and result, 
increase became mandatory. The current 
price schedule 1,000 pound lots ranged 
from 58c. 60c. per pound 20, and 
mesh material.

Chloral Hydrate—Price schedules were 
slashed 30c. per pound across-the- 
board reduction last week. The price 
change was the first four years. 

The new schedule was follows:—In 
pound jars, 1,000-pound lots, per 
pound; 500-pound lots, $1.03, with single 
40-pound jars $1.05 per pound. 

Cortisone Acetate—Bulk cortisone ace- 
tate was noted have declined 25c. 
per pound since last reported. Demand 
for the bulk material, which manufac- 
tured France, was said relatively 
small. Since cortisone dosage forms 
priced low was reportedly not profit- 
able for manufacturer buy the im- 
ported bulk material and process into 
dosage 

One domestic manufacturer cortisone 
dosage forms reduced his price sched- 
ule five different forms percent last 
week. Other producers were expected 
along with this latest price cut, was 
said. 

Eserine Salts—A shortage calabar 
beans, the raw material from which 
eserine alkaloid extracted, was reflected 
sharp advance eserine salicylate 
and sulfate prices last week. Increased 
raw material costs made necessary 
per pound advance eserine salicylate 
and increase the price the sulfate 
The current price schedule these salts 
was $35.75 per pound for sali- 
cylate and $39.50 for the sulfate. 

The shortage calabar which 
are reportedly imported from central Eu- 
rope was symptomatic the difficulties 
getting other botanical items from 
that area. Adverse weather conditions 
coupled with shortage marginal labor 
formerly available for botanical collection 
has severely curtailed offerings from that 
region. The immediate outlook for 
eserine salts was for continued firm- 
ness, pricewise, with the possibility 
further price increases contingent upon 
the extent consumer demand, the size 
current stocks and the size calabar 
bean collections. 

The spot market continues 
weaken face consumer indiffer- 
ence. Demand for menthol was reportedly 
low levels, most the large consumers 
having stocked for their cold weather 
requirements some time ago. The avail- 
ability and cheapness Chinese menthol 
Europe and elsewhere has just about 
dried any reexport trade Brazilian 
menthol dealers this country.
